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New face for Seaton police

THERE will be a new man at the helm 
of Seaton policing when PC Adam 
Speers takes over as Neighbourhood 
Beat Manager from PC Richard Jenk¬ 
ins, who is leaving the force after 30 
years. 

PC Speers is not a stranger to the town as he 
was based there for a year as a response officer 
in 2014-15. 

The Neighbourhood Beat Manager role is 
somewhat different to being a response officer, 
and PC Speers said: “Neighbourhood policing 
is about building links with the community and 
to make police approachable and contactable. 

“It is ‘bobby on the beat’ policing. I think it is 
important to have locally-based officers.” 

PC Speers was born and bred in Sidmouth and 
worked as a lifeguard and sports coach before 
joining the constabulary. 

The 40-year-old is a former Colyton Grammar 
School student and has spent 12 years with 
Devon and Cornwall Police. 

He has not yet transferred to Seaton but visits 
when he can to ensure a smooth handover and 
make sure he is up to speed with current issues. 

PC Jenkins has clocked up 30 years as a police 
officer and will work his last shift on Septem¬ 
ber 30th. 

He joined the Met in 1987 and stayed for ten 
years, primarily based in Hammersmith. 

During his years with the Met, he experienced 
frontline policing during the poll tax riots, and 
also helped to police Notting Hill Carnival. 

PC Jenkins transferred to Devon and Corn- 
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wall Police in 1997, being based in Exmouth be¬ 
fore a transfer to Exeter, then Seaton in 2015. 

He said: “I would like to reiterate how low 
crime rates are in Seaton and the surrounding 
area. Obviously, the odd incident happens - but 
generally speaking it is a good and safe place to 
live. I live in East Devon and will continue to 
do so.” 

The 54-year-old avid Tottenham Hotspur fan 
is not ready for retirement. 

He is seeking employment elsewhere and 


said: “I am looking forward to a change. 

“I know I leave it in good hands because PC 
Speers is a very good and experienced officer. 

“PCSO Mike McGauley has been a great sup¬ 
port to me, and I am sure he will be the same to 
PC Speers.” 

He also thanked the Seaton population, say¬ 
ing: “Before me they had someone else for 12 
years [PC Steve Speariett]. They have been 
very receptive to me.”

Local co-organiser Ian Waite 
said: "Forty-six people from as 
far afield as Taunton and Ex¬ 
eter took part and collected 
over 2,700 pieces of litter, 
2,000 of which were plastic 
items.

"After recording, the 35kg of 
rubbish was collected by East 
Devon District Council. 

"The results of our local 
clean will be forwarded to 
MCS, who will publish the UK 
results later in the year."

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EU grant boost for Devon start-ups 


DEVON County Council has received more 
than £1,050,000 from the European Regional De¬ 
velopment Fund (ERDF) to increase the num¬ 
ber of social enterprise start-ups and to support 
the growth of existing ones. 

The council is the lead authority for the En¬ 
hance Social Enterprise Project, which will be 
rolled out throughout the Heart of the South 
West (HotSW) Local Enterprise Partnership 
area (Devon and Somerset). 

Existing social enterprises will be supported 
to develop and launch new products and serv¬ 
ices as well as entering new markets. 

There will also be support for voluntary and 
community sector groups that want to transi¬ 


tion into trading social enterprises, as well as 
budding social entrepreneurs in need of help to 
develop their ideas to start trading. 

The programme involves a minimum of 12 
hours of tailored business support. 

A HotSW social enterprise survey last year 
found that the sector is growing in the region. 

There are over 1,000 social enterprises in the 
LEP area with a combined turnover estimated 
at around £1.5 billion. 

The number of people employed in the social 
enterprise sector in the HotSW LEP area is es¬ 
timated to be 32,700 with at least as many vol¬ 
unteers also active. 

While 80 per cent of social enterprises plan to 


develop new products or services and 66 per 
cent plan to increase their turnover by exploit¬ 
ing new markets, they have identified a num¬ 
ber of support needs, including developing and 
introducing new products and services, meas¬ 
uring social value, and marketing and commu¬ 
nications.

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HAM Hill Countryside Rangers have pleaded with 
the public to keep control of their dogs following 
a nasty incident at the country park recently. 

The rangers at the park, near Yeovil, spent a 
morning last week trying to capture and contain 
a grey and white greyhound that spent two hours 
chasing and mauling the grazing sheep in the flat 
fields at Ham Hill Country Park. 

The dog was running amok among the flock 
and is known to have injured at least two of the 
grazing ewes, but the number is expected to rise 
once the shepherd has checked his flock. 

At the time of the attack, the farmer was called 
and asked to attend, as catching the dog was 
proving impossible and the last resort was for it 
to be shot. 

The greyhound eventually made away towards 
the car parks and rangers are led to believe that 
the dog was caught by its owner and quickly 
loaded into a vehicle and driven swiftly away. 

South Somerset District Council is appealing 
for any witnesses to come forward following the 
attack and a spokesman said: "Did you see the 
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dog owner, or the vehicle and its registration 
plate? We need to speak to the owner about this 
incident; it was very serious and almost resulted 
in their pet being shot. 

"The dog eventually made off in a different di¬ 
rection but the owner still has a responsibility to 
compensate our farmer for his coming vet bills." 

Councillor Sylvia Seal, Portfolio Holder for 
Countryside, added: "Signs are always erected 
on the gateways advising the walking public 
when livestock are in place, so please make sure 
your dogs are on a lead and under control. 

"The district council and farmer are prepared 
to take the strongest course of action if an out of 
control dog is caught worrying sheep. 

"If you are witness to such an incident please 
do call the farmer or ranger teams; the mobile 
numbers are on the gateway posters. 

"A dog attack is very traumatic for the whole 
flock. Sheep have been known to die simply from 
shock, although usually the wounds inflicted by 
just one dog bite are sufficient to kill." 

"Under the Dogs (Protection of Livestock) Act 
1953, it is an offence to allow a dog to worry (at¬ 
tack and chase) livestock on agricultural land. 

The offence is enforced by the Police and could 
result in a fine."

CONSTRUCTION of 
East Devon District 
Council’s new head¬ 
quarters in Honiton 
is progressing well 
with groundwork 
completed and the 
building foundations 
under way. 

The council is ex¬ 
pected to be working 
in the new premises 
by December 2018 and 
contractors, Inter¬ 
serve Construction 
Ltd, are on schedule 


to complete on time. 

The new offices are 
designed for flexible 
modern ways of work¬ 
ing and will accom¬ 
modate the central 
services of the coun¬ 
cil and provide the 
breadth of public ser¬ 
vices as well. 

The building will be 
fully accessible as 
well as energy effi¬ 
cient. 

A new council 
chamber and meeting 


rooms will have up-to- 
date audio visual fa¬ 
cilities for councill¬ 
ors, officers and the 
public to use. 

Visually, the build¬ 
ing will be contempo¬ 
rary in shape with 
more traditional ele¬ 
ments of pitched roofs 
and brickwork. 

The headquarters 
are sited alongside 
the council’s well 
used business centre, 
ensuring that it will 
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be part of a service 
hub for residents and 
business community 
alike. 

Cllr Paul Diviani, 
leader of the council, 
viewed the construc¬ 
tion last week along 
with deputy Leader 
Cllr Phil Twiss. 

Cllr Diviani said: 
“As promised, we are 
delivering on our 
commitment to East 
Devon residents and 
businesses to provide 
a new headquarters 
in the heart of the dis¬ 
trict that will be cost 
effective, well de¬ 
signed and ensures 
the council is fit for 
the future.” 

Along with the con¬ 


struction work in 
Honiton, the council 
is currently investing 
in the modernisation 
of Exmouth Town 
Hall to provide future 
council services and 
the building is ex¬ 
pected to reopen in 
November. 

Once the move to 
Honiton is complete, 
the council say they 
will have a strong 
presence in its two 
largest towns making 
its services even more 
accessible to its resi¬ 
dents. 

Earlier this year the 
council decided that 
its relocation to Honi¬ 
ton could go ahead in 
the expectation of fu¬ 


ture sale of East 
Devon’s current office 
site at Knowle in Sid- 
mouth, which is own¬ 
ed outright by the 
local authority. 

Knowle’s sale and ul¬ 
timate redevelopment 
will still take place in 
the future and the cap¬ 
ital receipt will then 
be secured to part 
fund the relocation 
which will cost 
£10,361,000 in total.

BMP: properties at 
risk during storms 


THOSE attending the drop-in 
session for the next steps of 
Seaton Beach Management 
Plan (BMP) heard that up to 20 
properties to the west are at 
risk during more extreme 
storms. 

Members of the public met 
up with East Devon District 
Council (EDDC), and its con¬ 
sultants CH2M, to learn more 
about work undertaken so far 
and what lies ahead. 

The purpose of the BMP is to 
agree policies for flood and 
coastal erosion risk manage¬ 
ment from Axmouth Harbour 
to Seaton Hole. 

Prior to the drop-in, the pro¬ 
ject’s Stakeholder Group met 
with EDDC and CH2M to dis¬ 
cuss the baseline report and 
non-technical summary 
CH2M has produced covering 
four topic areas: Environ¬ 
ment, Defences, Coastal Pro¬ 
cesses and Economics. 

The findings from the base¬ 
line reports will be used for 
the Options Appraisal, which 
is the next stage of the BMP 
process. 

Giving a taste of each subject 
matter, an EDDC spokesper¬ 
son said: “The Environment 
baseline identifies the key fea¬ 
tures within the BMP area 
and identifies some of the pre¬ 
liminary issues and con¬ 
straints. 

“For example, the desig¬ 
nated nature and geological 
conservation sites to the east 
and west of the town.

“The Coastal Processes base¬ 
line provides details of the 
processes ongoing along the 
BMP area and beyond, draw¬ 
ing on beach monitoring and 
other data to assess changes 
in the beach and shoreline. 

“Generally, the beach at 
Seaton is relatively stable in 
the east, with larger fluctua¬ 
tions in beach levels observed 
toward Seaton Hole and along 
West Walk. 

“The Defence Baseline looks 
at the history of the defences 
in the area, the condition and 
residual life of existing de¬ 
fences, the potential for waves 
overtopping the sea wall and 
an assessment of the beach 
profile, which is required to 
prevent build-up of the shin¬ 
gle against the sea wall. 

“Although the town’s sea de¬ 
fences are in good condition, 
there are some areas towards 
the west, which are cause for 
concern and these will need 
further consideration during 
the options appraisal. 

“The overtopping assess¬ 
ment looks at those proper¬ 
ties, which are at risk from 
waves breaking over the sea¬ 
wall. 

“Where the beach is nar¬ 
rower towards the west of the 
town, the risk of this is higher 
with property damage ex¬ 
pected to occur on a more fre¬ 


quent basis with up to 20 prop¬ 
erties at risk during more ex¬ 
treme storms. 

“The economics baseline 
considers what damages could 
occur should there be no fur¬ 
ther action to manage the risk 
of flooding and erosion along 
the entire beach frontage over 
the next 100 years, including 
the cost of damage from flood 
water and the loss of proper¬ 
ties through erosion. 

“This gives a total of £6 mil¬ 
lion of damage (at present 
value) over the next 100 years, 
which, based on current fund¬ 
ing formula, would give 
around £0.56 million of fund¬ 
ing from central government 
for works to reduce the risk of 
flooding and erosion.” 

The next stage of the BMP 
process is for CH2M to iden¬ 
tify all of the issues from the 
baseline reports, and then to 
start looking at options to ad¬ 
dress these with a number of 
further stakeholder meetings 
to look at a long list of options.

The BMP is separate to 
Seaton Town Council’s seafr¬ 
ont masterplan, which focuses 
on regeneration. 


Bus operator apologies after 
passengers were left stranded 


A BUS operator has apologised but said matters 
were out of its control when a Seaton man and 
friends were among people stranded in Sid- 
mouth. 

Seaton resident Ian Frederick and a group of 
friends travelled to Sidmouth on Stagecoach’s 
9A service to watch a Red Arrows display on 
August 25th. 

It seemed to have been the right choice as the 
outward journey went well and they did not 
have to worry about finding parking in Sid¬ 
mouth. 

Mr Frederick and his friends enjoyed the dis¬ 
play, but hit problems when trying to get home. 

He said: “When it was over, we six - believing 
it prudent to get to the front of the queue for the 
number 9A (7.44pm departure) - made a dash to 
the Triangle bus stop.” 

The group was keen to get back to Seaton, 
having booked a table at a restaurant there, but 
there were already lots of people at the bus stop 
and the bus failed to show. 

Mr Frederick said: “It was the last bus of the 
day. At 8.45pm the bus had still not come so I 
was forced to cancel our booking. 

“People in the queue were passing messages 
to each other to try and find a way out of the 
very miserable situation. It was getting colder 
now and much later. 

“We had established that the word had it that 
police were not allowing buses into Sidmouth, 
in fact they were turning them back. 

“Also, taxi firms around the area could not 
take any more bookings until after 10pm. Ouch. 

“There was anger in the queue as you would 
expect, tiredness and fear. I mean ‘how am I 
going to get home fear?’. 

“This was a sad, miserable situation and a 
shocking end to what should have been a really 
happy and enjoyable day. By 9.15pm the roads 
around us were clear. All the cars had gone, 
volunteer workers and all. 

“Why was it that nobody had bothered to in¬ 


form those queueing at the Triangle Bus stop 
what was going on. 

“Did anybody at all think ‘what about the peo¬ 
ple at the Triangle bus stop, how are they going 
to get home?’ ” 

Mr Frederick and his friends eventually made 
it home by a combination of taxi and other 
friends picking them up. 

A Stagecoach spokesperson commented: “The 
police closed Sidmouth Triangle due to the 
number of visitors attending the Red Arrow 
display. 

“Consequently, our 9/9A buses could not 
serve the centre of Sidmouth and experienced 
severe delays as they became caught in heavy 
traffic as visitors tried to find alternate routes. 

“This resulted in us being unable to pick up a 
number of visitors waiting in Sidmouth and we 
would like to apologise for any inconvenience 
caused. Prior to the event taking place, there 
had been no contact from the event organisers 
regarding a traffic management plan and how 
we could assist in moving visitors safely and 
swiftly. 

“We would therefore welcome a meeting with 
the police and Sidmouth Town Council so we 
can discuss what happened and how it can be 
avoided for any future events of a similar na¬ 
ture.”

£438, which will be added to this year's appeal, 
being the British Lung Foundation and other 
local causes." 
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Council Tax discount checks Trust takes on guardianship 


EAST Devon residents who claim a 25 
per cent council tax discount for living 
alone are to be vetted to make sure 
they are still entitled. 

Checks are beginning this month by 
East Devon District Council (EDDC). 

A total of £7.7 million is awarded an¬ 
nually to residents in East Devon re¬ 
ceiving a single person council tax 
discount. 

This equates to an average reduction 
of £375 per year. Based on research, up 
to five per cent of these discounts may 
be incorrectly claimed and in East 
Devon this could equate to up to 
£385,000 each year. 

When the review was last carried 
out, discounts of more than £182,000 
were identified as being given incor¬ 
rectly. 

Checks are made to prevent fraud 
and protect the public purse, but gen¬ 
uine claimants are told not to worry. 

EDDC councillor and portfolio holder 
for finance Ian Thomas said: “I would 
like to stress that anyone genuinely 
claiming a reduction should not be 
concerned. 

“However, if you are found to be de¬ 
liberately misleading the council, you 
could face a penalty of £70, as well as 
having to repay the discount. 

“Council taxpayers who claim the 
discount improperly place an unneces¬ 
sary burden on the very real needs of 
some residents. 

“We must treat such misinformation 
very seriously. 

“Council taxpayers have a legal duty 
to advise the council of any changes to 
their single occupancy circum¬ 
stances.” 

The council will be working with 
data solutions specialist Datatank to 


carry out the review by cross-referenc¬ 
ing with other sources of information 
about households such as the electoral- 
roll registers and financial sector in¬ 
formation. 

The review will be completed by De¬ 
cember, and is jointly funded by 
EDDC, Devon County Council, Devon 
& Cornwall Police and Devon and Som¬ 


erset Fire & Rescue Authority, who 
each receive a portion of the council 
tax.

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A bit of pharmacy history hidden in the attic

A PHARMACIST unearthed bits of Axminster his¬ 
tory when moving premises. 

Morton’s Pharmacy owner Ian Morton and his 
staff recently moved across the street into premises 
previously occupied by HSBC. 

It was during this process that he came across cer¬ 
tificates issued to one of his predecessors, pharma¬ 
cist Ivor Reginald Phillips, in the late 1800s. 

Mr Phillips and his wife lived in a little cottage be¬ 
hind their pharmacy. 
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Mr Morton and his staff subsequently used the 
ground floor of the cottage for storage, but the first 
floor (consisting of one small room) was not entered 
for decades - until Mr Morton started to clear it out, 
that is. 

Having made sure the upstairs floor was struc¬ 
turally safe, he was confronted by vegetation grow¬ 
ing through the ceiling in what could only be 
described as a dusty and badly organised museum, 
or a time capsule. 

He managed to create an element of order and 
spent some time in the room before saying: “I had 
the most fantastic of finds: a Pharmaceutical Society 
certificate dated 1899, a sight testing 
diploma dated ______—-

Jim Llewellyn was the owner before 
his son Gwyn took over in the 1970s, carrying on 
the building’s long tradition. 

The premises are said to have housed a pharmacy, 
under different names, from 1911 (with Mr Morton 
arriving in 2001) until this spring - a total of 106 
years. 

Mr Morton was quite amazed by what he found. 


Apart from the certificates there was a collection 
of invoice binders, one of them giving precise details 
of what was ordered for the pharmacy throughout 
1947. 

When asked what he will do with it all, Mr Morton 
said: “Anything salvageable we’ll keep.” 

The certificates, having already been given a pol¬ 
ish, will be displayed around the new pharmacy by 
popular demand. 

On a separate note, Mr Morton also said that the 
former and now empty premises across the road 
have attracted some interest, but no deal has been 
made so far. 
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Town council stick with Local 
Plan relief road suggestion 


AXMINSTER Town Council is 
to stick with the north-south 
relief road already in the 
Local Plan when applying for 
Government funding. 

As previously reported, it 
was decided in August to seek 
money from a new fund to¬ 
wards a much-needed relief 
road. 

But a group of councillors, 
including Brian Watson and 
Sue Spiller, wanted to explore 
the possibilities of a relief 
road to the west of the town in¬ 
stead. 

Councillor Watson said at 
the August meeting: “If we are 
going to ask for some extra 
money, may we ask for some 
money to put the road on the 


western side of town rather 
than through housing estates 
on the east?” 

The cost of a north-south re¬ 
lief road to the east of the 
town - linking Chard Road 
(A358) to Lyme Road (B261) - 
is estimated at £15million, ac¬ 
cording to town and district 
councillor Andrew Mould¬ 
ing - who estimated the cost of 
a western relief road at £50 
million. 

The latter is not part of the 
Local Plan, so would cost 
more time as well, possibly up 
to 15 years. 

The merits of the two op¬ 
tions were discussed during 
the town council’s September 
meeting and generated robust 


debate. 

In the end, it was decided to 
stick with the relief road al¬ 
ready in the Local Plan. 

This option is tied in with 
proposed housing and employ¬ 
ment space developments nor¬ 
th and east of the town, but it 
is hoped that a Government 
grant would speed things up 
and that the relief road would 
come under a separate plan¬ 
ning application and be built 
before any other development. 

A Government grant would 
not cover the full cost. 

Other funding options in¬ 
clude developer contributions 
and local enterprise partner¬ 
ship money.

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New speed warning sign 


SPEEDWATCH campaigners 
have welcomed the installa¬ 
tion of a speed warning sign, 
and promise to keep the pres¬ 
sure on for more measures. 

Formally known as a Vehi¬ 
cle Activation Sign (VAS), it 
has been installed on the 
downward approach to Seaton 
Down Hill to remind drivers 
of the 30mph limit. 

Paul Allan and Jack Row¬ 
land, who are members of the 
local Speedwatch team, met 
Devon County Council High¬ 
ways officers in September 
last year to push for a range of 
improvements, including re¬ 
ducing the speed limit on the 
A3052 to 40mph in both direc¬ 
tions at the junction with 
Seaton Down Hill and - on the 
latter road - until the 30mph 
limit is reached. 

Other improvements sought 
were improvements to the size 
of the signs on the posts and 
road surface, making sure 
vegetation does not obscure 
the signs on the posts, instal¬ 
lation of a VAS and a pedes¬ 
trian island crossing. 

Messrs Allan and Rowland 
said: “Last September the 
DCC Highways Officers did 
not agree to the reduction in 
the speed limit from the cur¬ 
rent national speed limit of 
60mph to 40 citing the lack of 
fatalities or serious accidents 


as a reason. 

“However, the team will con¬ 
tinue to campaign for this 
change as the findings from 
our speedwatch sessions con¬ 
tinue to show a consistent per¬ 
centage of drivers continue to 
exceed the speed limit and 
that is when we are present 
with warning signs displayed, 
so we know the percentage is 
higher when we are not pre¬ 
sent. 

“DCC Highways have re¬ 
cently indicated that they will 
review the current speed 
limit.” 

The funding for the sign has, 
through the efforts of Mr Row¬ 
land in his town councillor ca¬ 
pacity, been provided on a 
50/50 basis by Seaton Town 
Council and the locality bud¬ 
get of former county council¬ 
lor Jim Knight. 

Mr Rowland said: “The fund¬ 
ing was in place in April and 
it has taken until now for the 
installation to take place. 

“It is worth mentioning that 
some members of the public 
believe we can operate from 
other locations in Seaton as 
well as Seaton Down Hill. 

“We cannot as the police 
have to carry out their own 
monitoring and agree speed¬ 
ing issues on other roads be¬ 
fore authorising a speedwatch 
team to operate and the mem¬ 



bers of the team become police 
volunteers. 

“The area we operate from 
on Seaton Down Hill is the 
only authorised spot in 
Seaton. 

“If residents of other areas of 
Seaton feel they have a speed¬ 
ing problem close to where 
they live then they need to 
contact the police to request 
initial monitoring. 

“The speedwatch team have 
met all the action points at¬ 
tributed to them by DCC High¬ 
ways - we will continue to 
campaign for the action we 
want to see from them as out¬ 
lined earlier.” 



A STASH of 150 Grizzly Run t- 
shirts will be sent to an or¬ 
phanage in Botswana. 

For the past few years Seaton 
and District Lions Club have 
been helping Seaton resident 
Jean Kreiseler with support for 
the Bana Ba Letsatsi (BBL) Or¬ 
phanage in Botswana. 

Bana Ba Letsatsi operates a 
non-governmental rehabilita¬ 
tion center that offers a place 
of safety for orphans and vul¬ 
nerable children children aged 
five to 14 years old. 

A club spokesperson said: 
"They have never been to 
school or have dropped out at 
a very early age; they may 
have suffered sexual or physi¬ 
cal abuse, or been begging or 
working underage and abus¬ 
ing drugs. 

"Some walk to the BBL 


premises, some are brought by 
parents or older siblings, oth¬ 
ers are picked up each day 
with the mini bus. 

"They are given a meal, and 
spend time doing class work, 
with the object of getting them 
back into school something 
which BBL is very successful at 
achieving. 

"They also have help with 
their attitude to life, and emo¬ 
tional problems, in an effort to 
give them back their self es¬ 
teem. 

"They are still cared for in the 
school holidays, when lots of 
activities are arranged for 
them." 

The children who have got 
back into the state school sys¬ 
tem can come to BBL for help 
any time, and those with emo¬ 
tional problems have on-going 


help. 

One of the Seaton Lions, 
George Mabon, suggested 
that the Lions contact Axe Val¬ 
ley Runners to ask if they had 
any surplus Grizzly Run t-shirts 
which could be donated to the 
orphanage. 

Axe Valley Runners kindly do¬ 
nated 150 t-shirts, and postage 
and packing has been spon¬

Suspended sentence for woman who 
spiked toddler's drinks with morphine 


A SEATON woman was hand¬ 
ed a two-year suspended jail 
sentence for giving a small 
child a potentially fatal mor¬ 
phine overdose through spik¬ 
ed drinks in a hospital. 

Exeter Crown Court heard 
that Charlotte Lee, 21, left 
spiked bottles with the child 
during visits to Royal Devon 
and Exeter Hospital over a 
three-day period, then tried 


to blame the child's father. 

She admitted administering 
a poison or noxious sub¬ 
stance with intent to endan¬ 
ger life in February last year. 

The court also heard that 
Lee suffered from a psycho¬ 
logical disorder which meant 
she believed the drugs 
helped the child. 

Her defence said Lee has 
turned a corner in her life and 


accepts she needs help and 
treatment. 

Apart from being given a 
two-year suspended jail sen¬ 
tence, she was also ordered 
to receive psychiatric coun¬ 
selling as part of 35 days of 
rehabilitation activities, by 
Recorder David Bartlett. 

The toddler needed emer¬ 
gency treatment in a paedi¬ 
atric high dependency unit.

Colour Society. 

With her prepared 
sketch of a window 
with shutters and fo¬ 
liage, Lynda empha¬ 
sised the need for 
showing tonal values. 

She reminded mem¬ 
bers to keep sketch 
books and mix colour charts for 
reference. 

Drawing directly with the 
brush Lynda uses wet-on-wet 
and wet-on-dry techniques, 
making sure that layers are 
thoroughly dry before over¬ 
painting with the latter. 

She uses lots of colours, mix¬ 
ing her own greens using trans¬ 
parent yellow, manganese blue, 
cerulean, ultramarine blue and 
Winsor violet. 

She shows the direction of the 
light by contrasting the light 
areas with darker and shadowy 
ones. 

Lynda drew in the shutter 
with a small brush, paying par¬ 
ticular attention to architec¬ 
tural detail, and dampened the 
paper before adding the foliage, 
representing leaf shapes with 


being too dominant. 
She also encouraged 
the use of good quality 
paper as mistakes can 
be washed off. She said 
that she always 
stretches Arches 

Aquarelle paper, paints 
with Winsor and New¬ 
ton sable brushes and 
uses large tubes of wa¬ 
tercolour as they do 
not dry out so quickly.

Gretchen’s next arrange¬ 
ment was inspired by visit¬ 
ing some of the county’s 
agricultural shows which 
gave her the idea of using 
some colourful cabbages, 
which she used to surround 
her work and filled in with 
alchemilla mollis, beautiful 
long zebra grass, rose hips 
and a new Anastasia 
chrysanthamum which was 
a green and pink mixture - 


most unusual but this 
brought together the lovely 
colours of autumn. 

A ‘Garden of Abundance’ 
was her next creation using 
fatsia leaves still in lovely 
condition after the wet sum¬ 
mer, abelia , pink spray 
roses, pink gypsophila, hot 
pink roses and a beautiful 
pink hydrangea, altogether 
a very pretty arrangement. 

Gretchen’s final interpreta¬ 
tion of a large flower head in

His actual birth date is April 25th, 1599 and he 
died on September 3rd, 1658 whereas the Mon¬ 
mouth Rebellion - (Monmouth was a duke and not 
an earl) commenced with his landing at Lyme 
Regis on 11th June 1685 and ended at the Battle of 
Sedgemoor on 6th July 1685, Monmouth being ex¬ 
ecuted for high treason on 15th July, just nine days 
later. 

It is important to get this right as the rebellion 
resulted in terrible consequences for the West 
Country, but powerful figure as Cromwell is in En¬ 
glish history, he took no role in this ill fated exer¬ 
cise. 

The person actually in charge of the King's forces 
was John Churchill, later to become the Duke of 
Marlborough and an ancestor of Winston. 

I do wish the best of good fortune to the Chap¬ 
mans in their running of the George. It can only 
benefit the town to have it back again after a long 
absence.

■ I AM very concerned that there has been no re¬ 
port on the strenuous efforts made by East Devon 
District Council to oppose the closing of beds in 
the rural towns and our south-eastern coast. 

We formed a joint committee with town and 
county councillors, with an independent chair¬ 
man, to oppose proposed bed closures in our cot¬ 
tage hospitals in 2015. The CCG ignored our 
representations for Axminster, Budleigh Salterton 
and Ottery St. Mary but accepted the recommen¬ 
dation that Honiton was the most accessible site 
for an emergency unit. 

When the further consultation was announced 
in 20161 was asked to lead our opposition and Neil 
Parish coordinated with Paul Diviani and Hugo 
Swire an intense lobbying exercise to Jeremy 
Hunt including a Westminster debate. I worked 
with all varieties of political parties in many 
protest meetings to maintain a non-partisan 
united opposition. 

The CCG refused to listen despite being proven 
wrong when stating Honiton was excluded for rea¬ 
sons of access (it was coupled with Sidmouth 
which was far less accessible.) 

Finally after the closures across the eastern area 
were announced, our councillors were part of the 
protest and apart from Paul Diviani, we all united 


in the enclosed letter to Sara Randall-Johnson 
which she chose not to circulate to the Health and 
Adult Care Scrutiny members. So I did. 

When I spoke at the meeting for all East Devon 
councillors it was obvious that there was complete 
bias shown by the chair against our wishes and I 
was shocked when Paul Diviani opposed the at¬ 
tempt to refer the matter to Jeremy Hunt. 

Throughout, with the exception of Councillor Di¬ 
viani the East Devon Conservatives including our 
MPs have fought these closures. Finally I have 
asked Neil Parish as chair of the Rural (EFRA) Se¬ 
lect Committee to raise the issue because the De¬ 
partment of Health from Cumbria to Dorset and 
Cornwall has ignored the needs of rural commu¬ 
nities. 

Local Conservatives are furious at the CCG for 
bulldozing the people of East Devon and reputedly 
pressurising the Health and Scrutiny committee 
at county. All this for "marginal" financial benefit 
according to their own finance committee 

I just ask that your newspapers will publish the 
letter and my comments to maintain our balanced 
and total objection to these closures.

i How to Grow 3 of the Best Bushes for Berries i 


By Hannah Stephenson, Press Association 


1. Guelder rose 
(Viburnum opulus) 

Try this tall native quick-growing 
deciduous shrub with lobed 
leaves, reminiscent of an acer, 
with good autumn colour and 
masses of translucent red 
berries following white summer 
flowers. A particularly lovely yel¬ 
low form is also available (Vibur¬ 
num opulus 'Xanthocarpum'). 
Berries hang for weeks but are 
eventually consumed by birds. 
It's not fussy about soil or site 
and can even tolerate shade, 
and works as a stand-alone 
shrub, or in groups, or as part of 
a lightly pruned informal native 
hedge. 

2. Clerodendrum 
trichotomum var. fargesii 

This moderately fast-growing 
medium-to-large deciduous 
shrub producessweet-smelling 
white summer flowers followed 
by the startlingly turquoise 
berries, encased in a red ear-like 
calyces. There is even a varie¬ 


gated cultivar: Clerodendrum 
trichotomum var. fargesii 'Carni¬ 
val'. Any soil suits clerodendrum 
except the driest ones, but it 
does need at least partial sun. 
Suckers (shoots from the roots) 
often form, which can be dug up 
and given to gardening friends. 

3. Skimmia japonica 

These slow-growing evergreen 
medium-size shrubs are widely 
sold in autumn as they are par¬ 
ticularly valuable in winter bed¬ 
ding and container displays. 
Male and female plants are sep¬ 
arate, so a female and a male 
plant is required although 
hermaphrodites are offered. 
Skimmia japonica 'Nymans' car¬ 
ries abundant red berries that 
last deep into winter. Skimmia 
japonica 'Rubella' is a widely 
sold male with bright red flower 
buds. Moist soils or potting 
composts suit them well and 
they prefer shade to hot places 
and especially relish shady patio 
containers.

Common back pain myths 

TO MARK BackCare Awareness Week 
(2nd - 6th October) local British Chiropractic 
Association clinics have revealed the 
surprising myths chiropractors have heard 
from their patients about what causes their 
back pain and the best way to treat it. 

Common misconceptions about back pain 
include thinking a slipped disc means the 
disc has actually ‘slipped’ out of the spine 
and that you should always rest a bad back. 
Hanging off a doorframe and even applying 
WD40 are some of the strange back pain 
cures chiropractors across the country have 
heard from their patients. 

According to the BCA at least two-thirds of 
people in the South-West either suffer of have 
suffered from back or neck pain, with over a 
quarter suffering every day. 

Local chiropractor, Martin Young says, 
Back pain is very common and if people don’t 
know enough about what causes it or how 
best to treat it they could delay their 
recovery or do themselves more damage. 
Whilst odd home cures sound like funny 
stories, there is a really serious message 
here: many people think you should stop 
being active if you’re suffering from back 


pain, whereas for most people continuing 
moderate exercise could be beneficial.” 

Other myths and misconceptions revealed 
include using heat pads on inflamed joints; 
wearing back braces or neck collars; sleeping 
on the floor; and performing inappropriate 
exercises. 

Dr Young continues: “There are, however, 
plenty of simple and safe things we can all do 
to help look after our back health. These are 
my top tips: 

• Get up, stand up. Inactivity is a leading 
cause of back pain. If you spend most of your 
day sitting make sure that you take regular 
breaks, ideally every 20-30 minutes. Stand up 
to stretch, change position and walk around 
a little. 

• Stretch it out. If you struggle to get away 
from your seat at work, simple activities 
such as stretching and shoulder shrugging 
and even simply fidgeting in your seat can all 
help to keep the joints and muscles in your 
back moving. 

• Keep moving. Exercise is key to a healthy 
back, however you don’t need to embark on 
any extreme fitness regimes. Adding just a 
few extra minutes of walking a day can have 
a huge impact on your posture. 

• Straighten Up. Try incorporating some

simple exercises into your daily routine. The 
British Chiropractic Association has 
developed - bit.ly/straightenupuk - a series of 
simple exercises designed to improve 
posture and help prevent back pain by 
promoting balance, strength and flexibility 
in the spine. 

• Perfect your posture. Paying close 
attention to your posture can help you 
recognise back or neck pain triggers. People 
who want to improve their posture should 
try imagining they have a plumb line 
hanging straight from their ears to ankles - 
with everything in the middle sitting on the 
same line. One way to do this is to try 
standing in a relaxed way and then gently 
contracting the abdominal muscles.

FROM boosting creativity to reducing low mood, is there anything a feel-good tune can’t do? Most people 
spend a large part of their day listening to music.

The study saw 155 participants being asked to assess their current 
mood, before being split into five groups. One group did not listen to music, and the remaining four groups 
listened to music of varying ’arousal’ levels. The participants then completed a range of tasks intended to test 
their levels of creative thinking - and those listening to ’happy music’ were found to have increased creativity. 
But music can do a lot more than just make you more creative. Here are five other amazing things you didn’t 
know music could do for your mind, mood and wellbeing.

1. Help you exercise 

Most people would find going for a run without music 
boring, but they might not know they would also find it 
physically harder. Music has been proven to have the abil¬ 
ity to synchronize the rhythm and movement of those ex¬ 
ercising, distract them from fatigue, and aid with muscle 
memory. 

The impact of music is so significant that in 2007 USA 
Track & Field, the national governing body for distance 
racing in the United States, banned the use of portable 
music players by athletes to "ensure safety and to prevent 
runners from having a competitive edge." 

While this might seem extreme, Costas Karageorghis, a 
leading expert on the psychology of exercise based at 
London's Brunei University, argues music is "a type of 
legal performance-enhancing drug." 

2. Make you smarter 

The positive impact listening to music can have on 
somebody's ability to study are long known, and the term 
the 'Mozart effect' has made its way into popular usage. 

The term comes from a 1993 study which purported that 
participants who listened to Mozart, as opposed to silence 
or verbal relaxation instructions, scored higher marks in 
spatial-reasoning tasks in an IQ test. There was no long¬ 
term impact on IQ points however - but if that's what 
you're after, learning to play music yourself, rather than 
just listening to it, might help. 

Lutz Janclce, a psychologist at the University of Zurich, 
has said that: "Learning to play a musical instrument has 
definite benefits and can increase IQ by seven points, in 
both children and adults." 

3. Jog your memories 

There's a reason why music is sometimes used as a form 
of therapy, particularly in care homes and for people with 
memory problems. For instance, Alzheimer's Society offer 


a service called 'Singing for the Brain', which they say 
'gives challenges to the brain' and 'helps concentration' in 
people with memory problems. 

Ming Hung Hsu, chief music therapist for the charity 
MHA, which provides music therapy in their 54 care 
homes with designated dementia care, says this therapy 
"does help dementia sufferers retrieve certain types of 
memory, like long-term memory, autobiographical mem¬ 
ory perhaps about their wedding day or significant days 
in the lives. It provides stimulation so they can still get 
hold of some memories." 

4. Make you happier 

Listening to music you like causes your brain to release 
dopamine (which sends signals to the parts of your brain 
associated with reward and pleasure) and suppress corti¬ 
sol (the 'stress hormone'). 

Dr Dan Robertson, a medical officer at Push Doctor, says: 
"This will work with any of your favourite songs - even sad 
ones will produce the desired effect." This means listening 
to music is directly linked to lowered stress levels and 
heightened levels of happiness. 

5. Help manage pain 

Research by Brunei University and Queen Mary Univer¬ 
sity found that listening to music before, during, or after 
surgery leaves patients needing less pain medication than 
those who have not listened to music. 

Dr Paul Glasziou, of Bond University in Queensland, goes 
so far as saying that "a drug with similar effects might gen¬ 
erate substantial marketing." 

Child and adolescent counsellor, Deborah Pearce, says: 
"Music is effective in pain relief as it has the ability to relax 
the mind and body. Recently, a client of mine was anxious 
and worried about having a tooth extraction. We worked 
together to find a suitable piece of music she could listen 
to beforehand."

ANXIETY and stress can often create 
symptoms that in time cause illness. 
Anxiety is known to produce noticeable 
physical symptoms, such as rapid 
heartbeat, high blood pressure, and 
digestive problems. In General Anxiety 
Disorder (GAD) and Social Anxiety 
Disorder (SAD) the symptoms become so 
severe that normal daily functioning. 
Clinical Hypnosis and Cognitive 
behavioural therapy (CBT) are common 
treatments for stress and anxiety 
disorders and can be very effective in 
changing thinking and responses. 

In contrast with CBT and in may ways 
very similar to Hypnosis Mindfulness and 



mindfulness-based therapies (MBTs) seek 
to change the relationship between the 
anxious person and his or her thoughts. 

In mindfulness, the person focuses on 
the bodily sensations that arise when 
anxious. Instead of avoiding or withdraw¬ 
ing from these feelings, the focus is on 
remaining present and fully experiences 
the symptoms of anxiety. Instead of avoid¬ 
ing distressing thoughts, opening up to 
them in an effort to accept that they are 
not literally true, just ideas and imaginings 
often related to the past or future events 
but no less unreal in the present. 

By remaining present in the moment 
aware of the breath and the body, 
individuals can learn that the anxiety they 
experience is merely a reaction to 
thoughts. By positively responding to 
threatening events instead of being 
reactive they can overcome an mistaken 
stress fight-or-flight response, and take 
control of their life.

Instead of 
making accusations, share 
some of the responsibility. 

Do your best to have a 
conversation instead of yelling 
back and forth. And if you need 
a break to think, say so! Acknowledging 
that you've got to step away for a 
minute is much more productive than 
completely shutting down mid¬ 
conversation. If the fights start to feel 
more like spinning your wheels than 
making progress, consider a session or 
two with a couple's counselor, who can 
help the two of you get your 
communication skills on track.

The Eskies bring new album tour to Taunton 



‘AND Don't Spare The Horses' 
is a dynamic journey through 
the ever-expanding world of 
The Eskies. 

Melodramatic tales of woe, 
betrayal, conflict, upheaval, 
rebellion, love, loss, fear and 
anger all wrapped in tongue- 
in-cheek irreverence and self- 
deprecation occasionally 
giving way to a flurry of tri¬ 
umphalism or whisper of in¬ 
trospection. 

This is the bands second 
album after their critically ac¬ 
claimed 2015 release 'After The 
Sherry Went Round' and leaps 
from genres as vast and varied 
as Folk, Klezmar and Yiddish 
to Rock, Swing and Blues and 
much in between. 

The elapsing two years since 
their maiden voyage into the 
world of long playing records 
have seen The Eskies tour in 
ten different countries, playing 
mainstage slots at both Glaston¬ 
bury (Field Of Avalon) and 
Cambridge Folk Festival, ap¬ 
pearing on RTE's Saturday 
Night Show, BBC Radio 4's 
‘Loose Ends’ with Clive Ander¬ 
son and BBC Radio 3's 'Essen¬ 
tial Classics’. 


Renowned for their raucous 
live shows and fiercely pas¬ 
sionate support; The Eskies 
took to the Orphan Studios, 
Dublin in early 2017, under the 
watchful gaze of 'Captain' 
Gavin Glass to document the 
last year and a half of their 
musical meanderings. 

The challenge, it would seem, 
would be to capture the infa¬ 
mous energy of their live 
shows (and they have certainly 
done that much) but perhaps 
what those of you who are fa¬ 
miliar with The Eskies music 
may not have anticipated is the 
band taking time to showcase 
the range of dynamics they 
have at their disposal. 

Whereas 2015's ‘After The 
Sherry Went Round' garnered 
praise for having "enough in¬ 
herent energy to charge a 
power plant” (The Irish 
Times); ‘And Don't Spare The 
Horses’ also showcases new di¬ 
mensions to the bands sound 
while still further demonstrat¬ 
ing their penchant for all 
things dance-worthy. 

'Building Up Walls' begins 
with a low drawl, close and 
quiet, before erupting into an 


anthemic refrain. The quiet 
tension of the beginning giv¬ 
ing way to the bitter-sweet, tri¬ 
umphant climax. 

'Hail, Hail' is a Poe-esque 
lament for a long lost love set 
against the backdrop of a sea- 
soaked spaghetti western 
soundscape of sorts. 

‘Death To The Sentry’ is 
probably the purest folk song 
on the album, complete with 
haunting four part harmonies 
and channels Seigfried Sas¬ 
soon and Wilfried Owen in a 
tale of the horrors of war, 
dread and the longing for 
home. 

Contrast all of this with the 
breakneck speed of'Napoleon', 
the fist pumping chorus that 
explodes out of the menacing 
groove in 'I'm Not Sorry', the 
Mardi Gras feel of'Shame' and 
the exuberance of the album's 
opening track 'All Good Men' 
(which sounds something like 
Louis Prima having an exis¬ 
tential crisis) and you've got a 
truly vast and varied record in 
The Eskies second offering.” 

The Eskies play at the 
Winchester Arms, Taunton on 
Sunday, October 8th.

5 TIPS FOR PAINTING WOODWORK 


By Julia Gray, Press Association 


FILLING, sanding, cleaning - it might 
be boring work, but thorough prep is 
essential for a fabulous finish 

1. One of the basic rules of DIY is prep, 
prep and more prep - thorough prepara¬ 
tion is vital to get a good finish. It's often 
boring, hard work and time consuming, 
especially with woodwork, but worth it. 
Before you paint, prep typically involves 
filling, sanding and cleaning off, and 
sometimes repeating the process until the 
surface is in tip-top condition. It's often 
easier to see what needs to be filled after 
applying a coat of paint, so it's not always 
possible to do all the prep in one go. For 
walls and ceilings, different fillers are 
needed for different jobs. Other times, 
you'll need a heavy filler with body that 
can be used on different surfaces - indoor 
plaster, stone, concrete and wood - up to 
20mm deep. 



2. Priming is also key to getting a good, 
long-lasting finish. Applying a primer or 
primer/undercoat ensures your topcoat 
will adhere to the surface better. For ex¬ 
ample, shiny surfaces usually have to be 
sanded, cleaned off and painted with a 
suitable primer to make the surface matt. 
Priming can also seal surfaces and make 
them less porous; new plaster is really ab¬ 
sorbent, so always seal it before painting, 
wallpapering or tiling it. Another reason 
to prime is to provide better coverage. If 
you're painting over a dark emulsion with 
a pale one, it pays to use a basecoat emul¬ 
sion first. Getting solid colour with white 
water-based wood paints is a problem be¬ 
cause they don't generally cover well, but 
a good primer will.

3. You won't get a good finish without 
using decent paint rollers and 
brushes.There's nothing worse than ones 
that shed fibres and bristles, or leave lots 
of roller and brush marks, and for this 
reason, cheap rollers and brushes can be 
a false economy. 

4. Worklights can also help achieve a good 
finish, especially now it's getting dark ear¬ 
lier. While you should ideally prep and 
decorate in good natural light, worklights 
are fantastic for illuminating a room 
when it's gloomy, and because they're on 
a tripod, they're fully adjustable, so you 
can get light where you need it. The down¬ 
side? Worklights can show up things you 
can't see in natural or normal artificial 
light, resulting in unnecessary prep; an¬ 
gling the light away from what you're 
working on works best. 

5. The best way to get a good finish with 
wooden or laminate flooring is to remove 
skirting boards and replace them (or fit 
new ones), so they cover the expansion 
gap around the edge of the flooring. If this 
isn't practical, fit matching wooden scotia 
beading over the expansion gap. The easi¬ 
est way to fix it is with a nail gun, which 
is much quicker and easier than hammer¬ 
ing in panel pins.
